PEKIN, Oct. 3.—By an imperial de- 


cree issued at Tai-Ynen-Fu, capital of 
the province of Shan-Si, on September 
25th, Emperor Kwang-Su denounces 
the Boxer movement and designates 
for punuhmeut nine of the ringleaders. 
The ..emperor also acknowledges his 
owu fault and rebukes himself. The 
chief blume, however, ha lays on those 
princes and nobles who fostered the 
movement and sought to carry it on to 
a successful conclusion. Princes Tuan, 
Chung, Tsai-Lien and Tsoi-Ying, Duke 
San-Kitng, Ying-Niou and Ohao Sbai- 
Chiao (president of the board of punish- 
ment) are all shipped ot their title", 
removed from office and turned over to 
various trial boards for sentence. By 
the terms of the decree Tuan is to be 
Tied by the board of clans. The im- 
pression ie growing here that the imper- 
ial government is trying to disperse and 
punish the Boxers. It is believed thai 
the body of imperial troops that were 
near Tei-Ta-Ohu on Monday are con- 
cerned in thfs movement. 
This after- 


noon , the American troops were re- 
viewed by General Chaffee in front of 
the^Temple of Heaven. All the forcigi 
•staff officers were present.

I 
did away with the1 pellet* and, prescribed 
a medicine which would invigorate the 
blood and improve his hearing. It would 
also produce sleep. Nux vomica was one 
of the ingredients of this medicine. 
I 


gave Jones a three ounce bottle of. it 
and besides gave him a smaller bottle. 


"I told him to put 32 drops in this 


small bottle and hold the rest in the 
three ounce bottle in reserve. This small 
bWtle was the only one to, be left in Mr. 
Jtice'v- room. 
I did this so Ihat even if 


the old man took rill the contents of the 
small bottle at once it would do him no 
harm. lie was directed to take font- 
drops of the medicine every evening. 
I 


know that he took some of the medicine, 
for on' my next call he said that it was 
very bitter. 


"I want lo deny the statement to the 


effect that I said that Mr. nice had been 
dead an hour before I reached his house 
Sunday evening. 
When I reached the 


bedside, rigor mortis had not set in, and 
Ihe body was still warm. The man had 
certainly not been dead an hour. I could 
not tell Ihe e.\ael time of death. Theie 
was nothing about the body to show that 
death was due to poison. The features 
were not distorted, and theie was no 
sign anywhere to indicate that Ihe man 
had been in convulsions before he died. 


"When 1 was first called to attend Mr. 


Itice, I found thai he had a very peculiar 
way of taking exercise. 
Some person 


hail recommended to him that lift spread 
(piills on the floor and roll over from one 
end of his room to the other. 
I don't 


know who recommended this manner of 
exercise to him. It was a very bad OIK 
for a man of his a;;e, and I put a stop to 
it."

The Maiquis of Lansdowne, who, next 


to Mr. Chamberlain, is the object of more 
attacks than any other cabrtiet member, 
can have thewar'oflice portfolio again if he 
Jesires, and he probably will accept it, as 
lie has implicit belief in Lord Roberts 
and is anxious to co-operate with him in 
reforms which he has been contemplating 
for some time, but would not commence 
with Lord Wolselcy, the late commander 
in chief, and General Sir Evelyn Wood, 
the adjutant general, with whom his rela- 
tions are greatly strained. 


It is untrue that either Lord Lans- 


lowne or the Duke of Marlboronph has 
lieen offered the lord lieutenancy of Ire- 
laud, and it is quite improbable that ei- 
ther will have such an offer, though Karl 
Cadogan does intend to retire, much to 
th"«ielicj' of the leading Conservatives in 
Ireland, who are bitterly opposed to Mr.

Lord Salisbury will resume the pre

list of Lord Salisbury's relatives con- 
trolling filmland's destinies, as he mar- 
ried Ihe piemior's daughter. 


The vigorous personal attacks upon Mr. 


Chamberlain continue and seem to gath- 
er bitterness as the reality of defeat 
dawns upon the Liberals. The lion. 1*. 
J. Stanhope's reverse at Burnley is con- 
strued by tile Conservatives as a direct 
rebuke for his bitter denunciation of Mr. 
Chamberlain, but Mr. Stanhope adheres 
to his attitude, reiterating that he is 
ready to prove in the courts that Mr. 
Chamberlain only "whitewashed" Cecil 
Rhodes in the house of commons because 
another member had letteis in his pocket, 
incriminating Mr. Chamberlain with tin- 
raid. 
This member, though not named 


by Mr. Stanhope, is Mr. Abel Thomas, a 
Liberal who represented Iflast Carmar- 
thenshire in the last parliament. 


In the meanwhile Mr. Chamberlain is 


apparently unmoved and is serenely send- 
ing messages to the nation and stumping 
the country, pulling all his vigor and 
strong personality into the campaign in 
marked contrast with the other cabinet 
ministers. 


While Mr. Chamberlain is ijractically 


the only interesting figure in the struggle 
in England, there are in Ireland several 
men and issue* stirring up the country 
into such a chaotic condition of party 
lines as has never occurred before, and it 
would excite the greatest interest were i. 
not for tho fact that England is so oc- 
cupied with her own local contents. It is 
claimed that Mr. Timothy M. Healy has 
split the Irish party to almost as great a 
degree as did the late Charles Stewart 
Paruell and that the bitterness injoffod 
into the fight equals that of the historic 
division.

A big open lot was the scene of the fun, 


which was later turned into a hldepus 
tragedy. The youngster -cut the ropes 
which bound him and started from the 
nlack Indian village, where the rest of 
the youngsters had rigged up an imita- 
tion camp. 


His flight was not long undiscovered, 


and soon the _ crowd of boys caught up 
with the fleeing paleface.

My experience with -a runaway balloon 


at Yorktown hag in it a lesson to aero- 
nauts whO ascend upon the borders of dan- 
gerous territory," said General Fitz John 
Porter. "My balloon bad tantalized the 
Confederates for many days. They saw 
tbnti it wns doing some -very valuable spy 
work and tried in every way to bring it 
dowja. I was wholly unprepared for a 
flight into space, and It 'was a wonder 
that under tho circumstances I' gained 
control of. myself and of the machine and 
made the ascent > a valuable one from a 
military point of \iow. Tho accident to 
my safety ropes was a most extraordinary 
one. 
In fact, that part of tho affair was 


uo accident, at all. It was the result of a 
plot. 
The "accident lay in tho fact that I 


came neflr being the victim of the plot in- 
stead of a member of tho balloon corps. 


'Tmade the ascent just at the time by 


special direction of General McClcllau, 
who wished mo to take comu observations 
of affairs Inside tbo Confederate linos, 
with, a \iew tcf ordering an immediate at- 
tack. This was wholly unexpected by the 
balloon corps. It seams that a certain 
member of the corps was a now arrival in 
tho camp, and as he ranked a littlo above 
some of the old bauds they were jealous 
of him and made up tholr minds that tho 
best way to get rfll of him was to bavo an 
accident happen to thu balloon under bis- 
management. They deliberately removed 
all the safety ropes but one, and to that 
they applied ocid, which cut tho strands 
utmost in two. The moment the balloon 
ascended far enough to strain the remain- 
ing strands they parted, nnd tho airship, 
with its oocupunt, who happonocl to bo 
myself, leaped Into space. 


"With every confidence In the balloon 


cords, I entered tho basket hastily, not 
noticing that there was only ono safety 
rope, and ordered tho men to cast off.' I 
bnd my fluid glass out and was sweeping 
the field with It, unconscious of what was 
taking place with the bulloon, until I felt 
myself flying upward fur beyond tho usual 
limit. 
A glance downward told mo that 


the balloon was running nway. At first I 
was uncertain what to do, because it was 
a now situation for me. As a rule Proloa- 
sor Lowo, the chief aeronaut, had accom • 
panlod me, and I had left tho manuge- 
mont of the balloon to others. 


".Supposing ono of the small ropes dan- 


gling in tho basket to be a wilvo rope, I 
attempted to pull it and let myself down. 
It did not work. Seeing another rope 
dangling lu the rigging, I climbed out of 
tho basket and grubbed Hint, with hotter 
success. I noticed that I wns ascending 
through a stratum of escaping gas. 


"I knew that I had control of the bal- 


loon and determined to carry out the ob- 
ject of the ascension I hud my glass with 
mo and swept the whole Held around 
Yorktown, up the peninsula to Richmond, 
down toward Fort Monroe and Norfolk. I 
saw the fleets In the harbor, I saw tho 
oamps of the onomy along tho James river 
nnd around Richmond, \vlth their flags 
Hying. 
liuiieath mo was Yorktown, and 


tbo horses in the streets appeared to* bo 
ants, while columns of soldiers were mov- 
ing masses of littlo specks. 


"My second starlllng sensation was 


when I found that by letting out some 
more of the gns I dropped into a current of 
i\r which swept mo over the enemy's 
camps. 
Thnt mount capture, the loss of 


the balloon and the failure of the expedi- 
tion. 
For the moment I was unconscious 


of everything except that I wished to get 
tlie balloon again under control aud byck 
into tho current of air whicih I pas«od 
through farther down, thnt was blowing 
in a contrary direction. Ono tinng I did 
notico, and thnt was that tho Confederate 
soldiers woro running out of their camps 
and cheering in the expectation probably 
that I would descend among thom. 


"The current I was in was rapidly bear- 


ing me west, far into the enemy's terri- 
tory, and I pulled the valve until the bal- 
loon sank into a stratum of air moving 
directly oast. I pulled with nil my strength 
and felt the balloon sinking rapidly. As 
tho gas left tho silk bag the latter fell over 
and formed a sort of parncbato with the 
air beneath it. This caused the whole 
machine to sway and made mo very dizzy 
and uncomfortable. As soon ns I found 
my course changed to the cast 1 took my 
glass nnd examined tho camp where I 
thought I would ffill. I saw the stars nnd 
stripes there, and that reassured me. I 
than gn\e all ray attention to personal 
safety. 


"At first I thought I was obout to lie 


caught in a tall tree, but 1 escaped that 
and then floated over long lines of stacked 
bayonets. I did not relish being impaled 
upon them nnd gave the valve another 
pull, bringing tho bnlloon down upon a 
tent. I wns in the Camp of the Seventy- 
second Pennsjlvanin, Baxter's zouaves. 
Tho men bnd boon excited spectators of 
the flight of tbu balloon, but they nil sup- 
posed that its occupant was Profess-or 
Lowo. I wore no insignia of rnnk. I did 
not undeceive them. They told mo that 
when the bulloon wns seen making in the 
direction of tho Confederate camps n body 
of our cavalry had t<ikon tho field nnd rid- 
den out with the intention of charging 
into tho enemy's lines to recover the runa- 
way. 


"I had landed more than a mile from 


headquarters, and after giving directions 
for packing and shipping tho balloon I 
borrowed a horse and rodo to General Mc- 
Clellan's' hondqmvrters. The general was 
astonished to eeo me safe and sound. 
He 


said that vphon IiO saw tlio balloon speed- 
ing through the air toward Dixie ho had 
began to speculate tipon whom he should 
appoint in my place aa director of tho 
-siege of Yorktown, for my troops were nl- 
ready in close contact with the enemy and 
engaged in very difficult operations under 
my personal direction. 


"Tho ox tent of my flight; in' thnfc runa- 


way 1 hnvoiievcr been able to determine. 
I circled around above our 'own camps, 
over Yorktown nnd tho 
Confederate 


camps, moving bncls nnd forth some dis- 
tance. ;At tlio timo I estimated I was 
1,500 
feet abo\c the ground sit tho highest 


po|nt. I may have been farther than that. 
I know tho entire peninsula, from 70 to 
80 miles in length nnd 30 to 40 in breadth, 
ftppourod to be no larger than a twin's 
hand. 
Our camp, Some milt's In extent 


and holding from 70,000 to 80,000 boys In 
hluo, seemed no l.irgitr than a 10 cent 
piece " — Now York Hun.

Thai 
was about the average, but five mimUo>, 
elapsed, and the tin box: wns still empty 
utul the stock of chewing gura undimic- 
ished. 


A stout elderly •woman selling uejrs- 


pupers wn« the fii-st person to accost the 
blind couple. 


''Evening, pop," hhe called out chcer; 


fly. "How's business?" 


"Slow, slow," lu letnrned. "How are 


you doini;?" But the news vender \\tis 
gone. Tin1 stick nipped the pavement, 
and the crowd hurried on for throe mill- 
utes moie. 
Then a young woman, ap- 


paiently a 
shopgirl, halted, fcarehed 


through her purse and dropped two pen- 
nies in the tiu box. Two minutes later 
the firm made a sale to a newsboy and 
exchanged a stick of gum for a cent. 
Another tw*> miuntt-s had gone when a 
big policeman who would not see tho 
blind people ordered n pushcart man to 
move on. There may huve been a hint 
iu the command for some one else to 
move: but, whether or not, two pairs o!

Thora Is doubtless many a good honso- 


wife ia this world who wonders Ana eho 
chases about tho kitchen aud tbo pantry, 
poking Into dark nooks and crannies with 
her pall of hot water or bos of poison, 
whatever tho little pests called cockroaches 
arc hero for anyway and what good they 
do. Those questions would-be rather diffi- 
cult to answer, for, like most of nature's 
scavengers—and they or liiost of their 
varieties «t least have certainly been such 
in the i ast—they have .obtruded in tbeso 
tiiutis of advanced sanitary arrangements 
and "modern improvements," where their 
services might well be dispensed with. 
But there is no doubt, however much wo 
may begrudge tho littlo insects a few tiny, 
warm crovioes in xiur homes or an occa- 
sional burial place In our puddings nnd 
cuisine at the summer hotel, that by att 
recognized laws of priority they ha to nt 
least as much right here as we have, for 
their \ ery, very great-grandslres w ere set- 
tlers upon this earth many ages boforo our 
progenitors wcje even thought of. 


In Biblo times their presence was far 


moro disagiseably felt than in our own, 
both on account ot tho different and more 
slovenly mode of living that prevailed 
among those peoples and of the warm cli- 
mate of the countries of which tho Biblo 
tells. And It Is probable, although no dis- 
tinct mention is made of tho coolcioach in 
tho Scriptures as among tho animals of 
Noah, that it was nevertheless in tho very 
vanguard of tho procession that so placidly 
wended its way into tho ark. 
Even the 


first of her kind, tho wife of Adam, was 
unquestionably acquainted with the littlo 
six footed creatures. But Eve was a very 
happy go lucky sort of dnmo and wus as 
littlo troubled with howohora cares and 
victuals as sho was -with fashion, and it is 
likely that tho fact of their oxi&teuco did 
not weigh heavily upon her mind. 


The antiquity of tho cockroach, how- 


ever, IB not reckoned by tbo thousands of 
years with which wo commonly compute 
our \ast stretches of historic time, but by 
tho millions and millions upon millions. 
Its beginning takes us back through mifaty 
und unfabled ugcs, past tho epochs of the 
gigantic mastodon and tho tremendous 
glaciers that swept over tho northern part 
of this land, to disappear beneath a warm- 
er southern sun; past tho epoch of tho 
huge and horrible reptiles that wandered 
over the universal marshlands and bogs 
and flitted through the oir with their 
strange, Happing wings, like the lleuds in 
Dante's "Inferno;" past the long period 
of tho luxuriant solitudes of thccnrbon- 
Iforous forests, when ttyo groat forces of 
nature were at work storing away tho ileh 
beds of coal Into which wo delvo today; 
past tho time when whales and giant 
sharks and heu monster.- lushed the water.! 
Into foam, tho monurohs of tho oceans. 
Their origin carries us back to tho •x cry 
sommonoomont of things. They were pno 
jf tho earliest ot the foimtj of life and tho 
pioneers of insect life. 
As some ono has 


said, "They aro tho tn;o aristocrats of in- 
sects," the kings of their kind. 


Learned sin ants and researchers tell us 


that tho most primitive of cockroaches are 
found deep down in what ore known ns 
tho Silurian rocKa, which were formed such 
countless ages ago that they don't attempt 
to count them «t all 
They were not very 


unlike tholr lineal descendants of today, 
tho principal difference being as to their 
wings, and It is probable that nhould one 
of these ancient creatures bo in some way 
resurrected and go scurrying across tho 
Kitchen floor It would bo stepped on with 
ns little thought nud compunction as are 
its modern kindred. As these wings con- 
statute thu chief jind often the only means 
of studying their species, the bodies hav- 
ing in most cases been wholly dissolved 
by putrefaction, it is perhaps worthy of 
note that their development was moro per- 
fect than in tlio present varieties— except- 
ing tho hind or under wing", \\hich are 
almost identical—and that thoy-jiro pre- 
served in the fossils to tho minutest reticu- 
lation of tho membrane. 


With tho lapse of ages tho forms and 


sbapo of tho wings gradually underwent;'a 
change, or rather a series of changes, aa 
well as the size of the body, and tho orig- 
inal family spread out into a multitude of 
speoiea. It lias always been a law of na- 
ture that nil forms of lifo shall advance 
from a simple uniformity to a complex di- 
versity or from homogeneity to heteroge- 
neity, and it is> curious to observe that no 
less than 1,000 specie;! existing prior to tho 
tertiary epoch, when tho first mammal life 
was introduced into thoAvorld, have been 
thus far dlsco\ercd «nd described* many 
of them being lound in tho cojil measures 
of Pennsylvania and West Virginia. Tho 
investigations of late years have demon- 
strated, in fact, that America, in, is South 
America today, was tho most fruitful of 
any port of tho globo, both In its varieties 
and its numbers. When we remember that 
there ore at present from 700 to 800 spe- 
cies, that their nunlbershavo been steadily 
decreasing for some millions of years and 
that thoir kind onco comprised one-half of 
tbo ancient or paleozoic Insects, we can 
form somo vague conception of tho propor- 
tions of ourccckroath population of the 
past. 


Tho cockroach of modern times is com- 


monly smaller than its progenitor; but, 
being of the same roving habits und in- 
quisitivc nature, has become a famous 
traveler In those days of worldwide com- 
merce nnd»conimunieatioris. In tbo old 
Says—not to speak of tho present days— 
tho ships wero overrun with them, ns welt 
as with great hordes of ratsj and as tAicy 
touched aj; this port and that on their trad- 
ing voyages there occurred a widespread 
scattering of species that has boon a source 
rf never onding regret and tribulation to 
tholr im oluntary hosts. It was in this 
manner that the "black beetle," or, cock- 
roach,' is supposed to bavo boon, brought to 
fchls country and to F'irope from the East 
Indies.—Xew York Hun.

Prppcr In OUlen Times. 


Dr. Adolph Miller of Philadelphia, 


president of tlio Pennsylvania Mycologicfl.1 
club, in .1 dissertation on the pepper plant, 
says that during tho middle ages in En- 
rope pepper was the most esteemed and 
important of all tho spices Genoa, Venice 
and other commercial cities of central Kn- 
ropo were indebted to theli traffic in pep- 
per for a large part of their wealth. Its 
importance jvs a means of promoting com- 
mercial activity and civilization during 
the middle ages can hardly bo oseriatcd. 
Tribute was levied in pepper, and dona- 
tions were made In this apic«>, which was 
tref(ucntly also used as a medium of ex- 
change in place of money. 
When the im- 


perial city of Rome was besieged by Alo rie 
tho king of the Goths, in 408 A. U., tlio 
ransom demanded Included 5,000 pounds 
of gold, 30,000 pounds of silver an.1 3,000 
pounds of pepper, illustrating the impor- 
tance of this spice ut that time. 


With tho possible exception of George 


Eliot few women writers have been the 
'subject of so much outspoken, abuse as fell 
to tho lot of George Sand. In a defense of 
this remarkable Frenchwoman, a writer in 
the Springfield ^Republican tolls the fol- 
lowing story as an argument to show her 
innate nobility and goodness: 


After the death of her paternal grand- 


mother at the old family residence in No- 
Ihant, Auroro Dupln, now 17 years of age, 
accompanied by her mother, her Aunt- 
Lucy and her beloved old tutor, wont to a 
notary in Paris to have tho property of th« 
deceased, to which she and her half broth- 
er, Hyacinth, were the sole heirs, adjusted 
according to law. 


This old tutor had been the instructor 


of her father, now long dead, and of her 
half broti.-3r, as well as tho only teacher of 
herself, and to him she owed, she says, all 
of tho efficient mental training she had 
over received. She had studied Latin witli 
him, and ho had been her guide in all tho 
reading of her young years. 


A few years previous to the death, of bis 


patroness, by a sudden veering about of 
thought, not altogether unusual with the 
aged, though quite incomprehensible, and 
-vhich would pro\okcour laughter if it did 
not compel our tears, this old scholar and 
dreamer conceived tho idea that he would 
tmn his attention to business and build 
up a fortune. 


He besought Mmo. Dupin to allow him 


the uso of some portion of her lands, for 
Vv hich he should pay a certain rent, and as 
eho never denied anything to tho old In- 
structor of her grandchildren and friend 
of her own declining years sho consented. 
Tho bargain was closed. All went on well 
apparently for some time, he paying tho 
rents stipulated as they fell duo. 


At tho time of her grandmother's death 


Auroro Dupin knew nothing whatever of 
thU transaction, but upon the day of tho 
settlement of the estate when the notary 
camo to that part of tho business and be- 
gan to interrogate the tutor as to tho rent- 
als still uncanccled this young girl, ob- 
serving tho embarrassment of her old 
friend and recalling some forgotten inci- 
dents of the past which seemed now to 
have hinged upon the revenues of thct'o 
leased landu, eaw plainly that there was 
fomethlng hidden behind his confusion 
and utter inability to glvo an account oil 
thodcllclts, which would not stand the test 
of a thorough investigation. 


Sho thought: "If my grandmother'had

4 Visiting Surgeon See* Thousands of 


Catci a Year — Tlie Ambulance Doctor 
Defended—Merit Win*, but a tittle Pall 
I* Not a Bad Thins;. 


.Every graduate of the New York med- 


ical schools would bo glad to hold tor tbo 
llrst 18 months of --Ms,, professional life a 
post on the staff of a metropolitan hospi- 
tal. 
Perhaps one graduate In .30 obtains 


such an appointment. So valuable to a 
physician or surgeon is hospital practice 
in New York that graduates in medicine 
from ull the region round flock to the an- 
nual examinations of the hospitals. If tbe 
staff vacancies are to be filled, SO, 30, 50 
young men present themselves for exami- 
nation. Graduates of the Harvard Medical 
school come over to these examinations, 
partly because there is a wider experience 
to be had hero than in Boston, partly per- 
haps because a young man going upon the 
staff of a Boston hospital must come not 
as a graduate in medicine with the diplo- 
ma of M. D., but as a sort of house pupil 
or apprentice in medicine. 


All physicians and surgeons to the New 


York hospitals, save the pathologists, serve 
without pay. Newly graduated doctors, 
men from 23 to near 30 years of age, have 
appointments tor about 18 months. Con- 
sulting surgeons, always skilled and otter, 
highly distinguished, are glad to serve- 
•withouf'pay for two years together, be- 
cause It,is bora that experience is gained 
and reputations are made. A visiting 
surgeon way see 10,000 or-32,000 cases in 
B nlpgle. jcnr, sucb a number as not the 
busiest surgeon could see in private p^otioe 
during n-tyke season. 


Junior, senior, house—that is tbe order 


of promotJpn in tbe hospital service for 
both physicians and surgeons. Tbo young 
graduate hou in the natural order of things 
six months in each place. Every hospital 
has frpm 8 to 80 doctors on its house staff. 
Tbe house surgeon proper has general 
charge of njl surgical cases after they have 
been seen by tbe visiting surgeon. Tbe 
some is ft-uo of the boueo physician. The 
junior or senior, aa the case may be, must 
go out with tbe ambulance when a oall 
comes in. The police or private persona 
now and then complain that a man has 
lain 40 or CO minutes, perhaps two hours, 
awaiting an ambulance after tho call hits 
beep sent out. 
Mont of tho time tho am- 


bulance surgeon has an entirely sound ex- 
cuse for tho delay. Sometimes he is off in 
another direction on ambulance duty. 
More often perhaps tbe call finds him alfl- 
ing.nt a surgical operation, and he must 
reach a stopping place in that duty and 
change his clothing before he can go out 
in response to a call. 


The hospital surgeon and his friends 


hove a multitude of answers to tho charge 
of 
brutality 
now and 
then brought 


against tbo former. 
"Should you see me 


at my hospital work," said the visiting 
surgeon of n famous hospital, "you'd think 
mo rude and perhaps brutnl. I have In 
two hours to see from 00 to 00 patients 
with all sorts of injuries from a crushed 
finger to a broken thigh. I must diagnose 
rapidly, and should I listen to demands 
for nmcflthctlos or hood tho hundred and 
ono other pleas of tho patlonts I should 
never finish my work. It is so with the 
young ambulance surgeon kneeling beside 
tho injured man on tho sidewalk. Ho 
must do what he has to do with all speed 
•without stopping to heed the advice or 
comments of a sympathetic crowd." 


Tender tho hospital surgeon should bo, 


bat sympathetic he must not bo. The 
sympathetic junior is marked out for fail- 
ure just ns the sympathetic nurse is 
marked out for dismissal. A suigeon 
never performs an important operation 
upon a member of his own family. 
Ho 


distrusts hla own skill as affected by sym- 
pathy. 


Hospital surgoom are among the hard- 


est worked men of their profession. They 
have no fixed hours of duty and may be 
culled upon for servico at any hour of tho 
diiy,or night. When a hospital has a largo 
staft of medical men, it is possible for tho 
members of the staff to arrange among 
themselves for days and hours off, but tho 
doctors of a small hospital arc often on 
duty night and day, aud it is a lucky 
night when tbo busy junior has seven 
hours of unbroken sleep. Tho house sur- 
geon and tho senior of a small hospital 
jiiiist never bo absent at the snmo time, 
and an nbsont house physician must novor 
bo many hours iiwuy without leaving word 
whore he muy bo found. 


But if the service of the New York hos- 


pitals is hnrd it furnishes the very best 
practical school in medicine, and especially 
in surgery, to be found anywhere in 
America. At the end of 18 months' serv- 
ice the young hospital surgeon has seen per- 
formed, and pei hups has helped to perform, 
nearly every operation that falls to tho 
duty of an ordinary surgeon In a lifetime, 
und some of such operations ho has seen 
and taken part in many times over. The 
cosmopolitan character of the olty and its 
Immense floating population make it tbe 
temporary homo of more strange diseases 
than any other olty of the continent, so 
that the hospital physician has beneath his 
eyes tho oilmen ts of the world. 


Considering the groat opportunities open 


to tbe hospital surgnon, laymen often 
wonder whether inducdibo has aught to do 
with appointments to Hospital staffs. 
It 


has and it has not. Examinations are 
rigid and fairly conducted, yet tho man 
that passes the best technical examination 
is not always the man that gets the ap- 
pointment. Yet, on tho other hand, an 
incapable man in seldom or never appoint- 
ed. The personal equation always helps 
to 'determine an appointment. A candi- 
date's appearance, raalmer, speech and 
general record at school Are taken into con- 
sideration. Tho examiners ore often the 
same men who have Instructed tho candi- 
dates In tho medical schools, and an ex- 
aminer puts together his knowledge of a 
candidate as obtained in throe or four 
years' contact with him In the lecture 
room and at clinics nnd tho knowledge of 
him drawn from the examination. A stu- 
dent of known tod habits, of conspicuous 
defects, will not 1x5 appointed to a hospital 
staff, no matter how good his examina- 
tion. 


It is tho most ambitious students that 


seek appointments to tho hospital staffs, 
and a man is seldom content to 1cm o a 
New York hospital «nd settle down to 
practice in« country town. Tho Ablest 
hospital surgeons attract tho attention of 
visiting minions and others distinguished 
in tho profession «nd obtain partnership)! 
or promotion of some other kind. Some 
settle in New York, and few nro rtuhtent 
with anything lew than a considerable 
olty.—New York MUD.

OLORIES THAT .FADED 


TO THE PASSING QRTHfc, 


OLD STONE HOUSES. 


O»c« the Maxuloni of tbe W«*Uhjr, How 


Given Over to Dos; Hospitals, Boarding 
Houses and the IJke—The Grand Front 
Stop* Are Crumbll"* Away. 


r 
Time was, and it was a long time ago, 


when the stone front houses of tho city 
were the residences of tho very beet people, 
und none bat the-well to do and eminently 
ospectable occupied them. They were tall 
buildings and, although they were congld-> 
red in those days quite the thing in the 
•way of correct architecture, they present 
o tho modern trained eye the' appearance 
if stone barracks and are exceedingly \m- 
beautiful. In those days they enjoyed tho 
distinction of being planted in the midst 


f spacious grounds, attd they looked 
town upon their frame built neighbors 
vitb a haughty and self conscious pride. 
Chelr rooms—and here they enjoy" a 
marked advantage over the modern built 
Jw oiling—weto and are equipped with1 
ligh ceilings and generous proportions of 
ongth. and- -width, and instead of their 
mils being .only large enough to accommo- 
date an attenuated hall tree, ;they were 
built high and wide; spacious to a degree, 
nd were adapted as seinireqeption rooms. 
Their parlors were adorned with beautiful 
paintings, their floors were covered by the 
most expensive carpets, their high and 
deep windows were draped with the finest 
of curtains, and i» many instances tho cejl- 
ngs of 'these residences were handsomely 
nd artistically Decorated and ornamented 
by skilled artists,. • 


Tho outsjde Of these housps, with T^e 


square blocks of dull yellow, brovsn, gray 
and reddish brown - stone fronting th,e 
street, was 'uniformly hideous. Running 
rom the house' 'to the street wore, as i» 
rule, lopg flights of stone steps.. On these 
steps the owners of the residences were- in 
he habit of gathering on Sabbath after- 
noons and evenings to discuss the passers- 
by and gossip the hours away. This bnbjt 


taking to tho front stops of Sunday aft- 


ernoons and openings has npt entirely died 
out of Chicago circles, notwithstanding the 
envious and malignant sneers of certain 
lolyglot eastern newspapers. 


In these old residences many weddings 


•were solemnized, and from them were 
lorne to tho cemeteries tho last of all that 
was mortal of a number of Chicago's old 
;imei and famous citizens. And then came 
progress, bringing in its train now ideas 
is regarded the eternal fitness of things 
nrchitoctural, and tho stylos in houses were 
turned topsy turvy. People began to build 
louses with an idea of beauty on the out- 
side as well as of interior, and just ns soon 
as this innovation was begun tho old stone 
'ront residence wont to tho background 
mmcdiately, for its exterior was grew- 
sorao to u degree. Tho idon of a bouse with 
in approach of 900 or 300 feet of stone 
stops was discovered to be a relic of archi- 
ecturul barbarism, and rooms, instead of 
jeing constructed without any angles, 
much as dry goods boxes arc built, were 
made with a view of relieving such monot- 
oaous and depressing squareness. The re- 
sult of all this was to set the old style 
louses to ono side and Ipnvo them high and 
dry on tho shores of universal progress. 
Tlioy were sold, they were deserted. The 
'ushionublo people left them to move nearer 
to the lako or farther into the suburbs, 
and for a time they stood with none so 
poor to do them reverence. 


And then t.ie owners of these old stone 


Torts, these antiquated'' sandstone shacks," 
began to besilr themselves for tho purpose 
of realizing a little interest on their money. 
The flrst movo toward this natural desire 
was to rent these caravansaries to divers 
and sundry boarding house keepers. This 
resulted in large numbers of signs, such as 


Rooms to Lot," "Board by the Day and 


Week," "Boarders Wanted" and similar 
decorations to appear on tho walls of tho 
old time houses. But after a time the 
boarding house business began to languish. 
European hotels and cheap restaurants in- 
sidiously sprang up, flourished and 
wrought havoc in tho ranks of tho devoted 
boarding house mistresses. And as the old 
houses worn left by tho boarders and their 
landladies tho problem of utilizing tho 
stone hulks was again before their respec- 
tive owners. 


Now began the final step in the degra- 


dation of tho ancient and honowblc man- 
sions of yore. They were turned into 
stores and anything that could be rented, 
and now along Wabash avenue and State 
street the change has brought with it 
strange and grotesque happenings. At 
one stately old house a dog hospital is in 
full Ijlast, and signs depicting dogs in dif- 
ferent stages of distress are plastered on 
tho wall. In tho next square a veterinary 
surgeon holds forth in a venerable, pile 
where years ago ono of the most noted 
citizens of Chicago lived. 


A fashionable tailoring establishment 


holds full sway in another old stone front, 
and in this house a bay window has been 
built to give n more modern appearance to 
the edifice. Here, where once costly cur- 
tains adorned the windows on the second 
floor, gaudy prints of the latest styles in 
drosses flaunt themselves, and fashion 
plates bloom where rare exotics stood. 


Quite a number of tho old houses have 


had their one timo respectability shocked 
by having additions attached to them and 
a saloon and buffet located there. At these 
places it is fair to presume the sons of 
Belial do congregate, and that, instead of 
the high toned gaycty that distinguished 
the old mansion in days and nights gone 
by triere are riotous demonstration and oc- 
casional calls for the city chariot which 
hales offenders stationward. 
* 


The stone steps, once the pride of the 


old time housewives, arc so shattered and 
broken away that they seem like the stops 
leading to some ponal institution. 
They 


do not appear to have been washed fur 
centuries, so soiled and begrimed is their 
look. Some of these "old timers" have 
been surrounded and cooped in by modern 
buildings, and seem to crouch moodily in 
the shadows, dreaming of .times long ago 
when their windows wore brilliant with 
life and light, their rooms hung with 
splendid paintings, n retinue of servants 
in the halls and chambers, guests coming 
and going, tho sound of childish voices 
music and banqueting, wine, woman a..d 
song—all, all the faded glories of the past.

At this term, May, 1788, "Andrew .Tack' 


eon, Ksq., cnmo into court aud produced a. 
license as an attorney, with a cert I Lento 
Bulliciontly attested of his taking iho oaths 
nuuess.iry to -said office, and was admitted 
us an attorney in this county court.'1 
Jackson had miohcd his majority two 
iDuiuhfi before this date. Ho had studied, 
law at Salisbury, N. C., under Spruce Mo- 
Cay, who had for several years visjtcd tuo 
courts at -Tonesbprough in the capacity of 
lawyer nud judge and was well acquainted 
with the country und people.

gether probable that Jackson cumo to tho 
western country under tho advice of Mo-

vu-ubi Kopro-toiittnjt Three-fifths of It, 
According to tho present rule of tho re- 


demption division of tho United States 
treasury nothing less than fragments rop- 
rosouting two-fifths of a bank noto or 
greenback will bo redeemed by Uncle Sum. 


"If that much of a noto is presented, the 


United Status," writes Clifford Howard 
on " Destroying a Million Dollars n Day" 
in Tbo Ladies' Homo Journal, "will allow 
tho holder ono-hi«lf tho face value of it, 
whilo throe-fifths of a note will bo re- 
deemed for full value. Of course there ore 
occasional exceptions to this rule. 


"Somo tiino fcinoo n man from Now 


England forwarded a bunch of discolored 
paper money that ho had found buried in 
a field. 
It had lain in the ground so long 


a time und had been BO generously feasted 
upon by worms that it fell to piccos no 
soon as it was touched. It would have 
bean utterly impossible for any onu unac- 
quainted with tho secret marks that the 
government places on its bills to gather 
these decayed pieces of money together in 
their proper order, but some of tha clerks 
in tho rodcinijtion division of tho treasury 
aro particularly expert in sorting and de- 
ciphering bits uf mutilated money and 
through long yours of experience are able 
to tell in an instant to what particular 
noto or kind of noto a certain scrap bo- 
longs. 
When the pieces contained in this 


bunch of old monuy wore finally ported and 
mounted, it was found that while there 
was not ono complete noto remaining (not 
moro than two or three scraps in some in- 
stances) the rightful owner was entitled to 
a redemption of $400.

in this caso. Accidents of this nature aro 
by Bo means rare, as is attested by tho 
number of boxes of charred remnants of 
mohoy which are kept among the curious 
recprds of tho redemption division."

perial housekeeping accounts. In thorn, 
among other things, she found that "ono 
bottle of rum daily" was charged to tee 
nasludnik, or heir apparent. 


As her son, who was then a young man, 


hud never given any sign of intemperate 
habits, the empress was greatly astonish- 
ed. She went over the accounts to see how 
long he had bee.n addicted to this practice, 
and found, to her still greater surprise, 
that the expenditure went buck to the day 
of his birth, nnd, indeed, far boyond it. 


The bpir to the throne had not only been 


charged with drinking over SO dozen bot- 
tles of flnu Jamaica ruin yearly ever since 
ho \va.s born, but for a long timo before 
that. Tho empress, it is hardly necessary 
to Ray, made n thorough investigation of 
this strange matter, and with thu aid of 
an antiquarian she at last reached the 
original entry. 


A century or so before the imperial phy- 


sician had proscribed, for tho misled nil: 
Of the pilriod, "on account of a -violent 
toothache, a teaBpoonfnl of rum, to bo 
taken with sugar." Ibis dose was given 
for se\cral days in succession, and the 
nurse or stnwnrd in charge had deemed it 
mjjro fitting to the imperial .dignity, as 
well as more profitable to himself or her- 
self, to, purchase a newbottlo of rum every 
clay.

General Grantcarao to live In New York 


In 1881 with tho luster of his unparalleled 
successes and bis unequaled honors sur- 
rounding him- 
With such, dignities and 


ceremonies as tho metropolis accords only 
to a tow mun in each generation, it wel- 
comed within its gates the first citizen of 
the republic. The sight.of that sturdy f)g- 
nro, which had borne without flinching 
the burdens of war and state, and of that 
pleasant, taciturn countenance, serene with 
thp wonted mastery of all circumstances 
aud tho quiet confidence In fortune, be- 
came a familiar ono at the larger ceremo- 
nials of tho city. That misfortune, impo- 
tent to harm him, on, a hundred battle- 
fields, should strike down tho old hero in 
the hour of his peaceful fame no one 
dreamed, lunsS of all Grant himself. 


Tho moro intimate side of his character 


became known during his later life in the 
oast. That his sternness of aspect oon- 
oeuled a nature that was full of gentle- 
ness and as simple us a child, that indeed 
"the loving are the daring," tho world 
scarcely learned before thp heavy hand of 
disease had been laid upon a spirit bowed 
down with unmerited misfortune. George

They aro promulgated, of course, 
in the annual .Postoffice Gttiuo, but who 
ever reads that, except'for ti(Q location of 
offices and the classification of mail mat- 
ter? A man may suspect that; his wife is 
renting a postollkc bos from which to 
get clandestine mail, but lie can't prove It 
by the postpftice, for the employees are for- 
bidden to tell tho name of any person who 
rents a bos or drawer. The Press has 
noted from time to timo some of the odd 
nnd least understood of the newer rules, 
pnd^it adils here some others from the lat- 
est iftonthly-snpplenient of tho Guide. 


Soldiers, sailors and marines in she ac- 


tive service of tho United States are tho 
only persons in tho country who can send! 
their mail C. O. D. If their letters are 
marked "soldier's,letter," "sailor's letter" 
or "Marine's letter," as the case may "be, 
and under these words appears the signa- 
«ure of tho commanding officer, the post- 
age, but at single rates only, will be col- 
lected on delivery. 
It's queer, but If there is postage duo on 


a letter the postmaster cannot lawfully 
accept postage stamps in payment. The 
only legal tender in such u case is money. 
I| is possible, that tbo New York post- 


offlco authorities have overlooked that gen- 
eral rule for postmasters in the conduct of 
their oilioes which says: "It is important 
that mail matter bo postmarked in n per- 
fect manner so that each letter and figure 
of tho stamp may be distinct. A failure 
on tho part of the postmaster to postmark 
mail logibly not only reflects upon tho 
management of his office, but renders hiia 
liable to bo charged with delays which 
have not actually occurred at his office." 


Not only are postmasters forbidden to 


furnish lists of persons receiving mail 
from tljeir postofllqes, Uut the wive* and 
families of 1ihe postmaster »rj> also forbid- 
den to tell what tho head of tho family' 
niuy haNo mentioned. As to the members 
of his family, tho enforcement of tho pro- 
hibition is left with the postmaster.—New 
York L'russ.
